Pinar del Rio has fallen. Tho stroui?- 
hold of the Spunish army in the wpst- 
ern piirt of th.' isl.iiul was takt'U by the 
insurgents Saturday. There was a des- 
perate fight, and manj men on both 
■idee are kiUed and wounded. 

Only the moagnr news of the battlo 
has been ro(H!ivod in Havana, and tlio 
details can not at this moment Ik- at- 
tained. What news has been re(!cive<l 
was sent to the captain general by the 
oificer in charge of the garrison at 
Pinar del Bio, after his troops had been 
utterly routed and while the insurgents 
were applying the torch to tho city. 

At the palace ab.><uhitcly nothing hoti 
been given out, and the most that can 
be obtained there is the confirmation of 
the etetythat there was a fight. The 
Spanish officials will not state the result 
ol the battle, nor have they furnished 
tka looal papers with an official not(^ of 
It. This in itself is sufficient to confirm 
the report of Spanisli defeat, for tlio 
authorities never lose any tunc in giv- 
ing out tlio oomi)lptc (U'taiis of victories 
for their side. Tlie Cuban synipittliizers 
liavo received infornuition from tho 
scene of battle. Tlie report maiir> to 
tJiem states that Geiiernl Antonio .Maceo 
and Cahxto Ciarcia were in coiiimaini of 
the rebel forces. 

Tlie hot fifjrhtiiip was dono by the 
American urtilleryineii, who came to 
Cuba on tlie Hennuila tilihusreriiif,' e.\- 
pwiition for tin' expi-.v-s purjxjse of 
working the fiot'iikis-, and (jutliiig 
guns lirouKiit oil the sli'aini'r. 

Without the assistance of the Ameri- 
cans, Pinar del iiio would not havt! 
fallen. It w.is only thi'ir deadly fire 
sent into the town by the (iatliiig and 
Hot<'hkiss ),'uii8 that saved the day for 
the iiisui LTcnts. 

Pinar del Rio is situated about two- 
thirds of the distance across tlie island 
at the north, and in the exti-eme west- 
ern province. It was a city of some :.'(),- 
000 inhabitants, and tho Spanisli had 
reUed uiiou it to att'ord them a base for 
operations in Piuor del Kio during the 
lainy season. 

. The Spi»nish garrison consisted of 
4,000 men, and the attacking I'urco had 
fuly 9,000 men besides the aharpahoot- 
•n and other skilled men of war, who 
came on the Bennnda. 

Following his usual policy. General 
Maceo did not hold tiie town. He sim- 
ply destroyed it and then passed oat to 
some other place. 

Exactly where he is at present is not 
known. The Spanish troops in the 
proTiuce of Pinar del Rio are now with- 
out a refuge from the rains, malaria 
and yellow fever which sweep over that 
jiart of the island during the rainy 
season, and which are so fatal to those 
who are not acclimated. 

It is predicted that if the war e.Ktcnds 
far iiitn the rainy siiasou that yellow 
fever will cany otf the .Spanish troops 
in groups. 

Tlie news of the fall of tho city was 
brou;,'ht into lia\'UMa by mounted cour- 
iers. They must have ridden lnr tlieir 
lives to K<'t here as they did, for the 
scene of uutiou is close to 100 miles 
fkom thia city. 

SLEW MATABELES. 

JExplorer 8«loiu Headed VoluntMn In • 
▼iotorloM ItottI*. 
Oira Town, March 80. — Dispatches 
received here from Buluwayo uunonuce 

that Fri'denck U. Selous, the explorer, 
who left that town Friday ut the head 
of a strong detachment of volunteei-s 
and police, has met and engaged the 
enemy, killing a large number. Five 
tr(K)i)ers were killed. The prompt ac- 
tion of the authorities has had a bad 
effect upnn Ihi' rcbelliuus Matalicles, 
who did not expect to be attacked for 
some time to come. 

The Matabeles have burned a lui kc 
fltore, about 40 miles from Bnlnawyo, 
and executed a medicine dance urouml 
the flamea. The transport riders tuc 
abandoning their wagons in all direc- 
tions, and are huRylng into the towns, 
where armad men are gathering for de- 
fense and for active operations against 
the rebels Many fiendish murders 
have been reported, and the settlers are 
tenor-stricken. In nearly all cases 
they have abandoned their homes and 
are encamped in laagers, while awaiting 
to be rescueil by tlie mounted police and 
vohiuteers. Others have placed their 
hoii.scs in a state of det'ouse, and have 
deteriiniied to li^ht it OUt UtttU assist- 
ance I'eaclics them. 

Tlic t;iavity of tho situation has not 
been e.\a}jg. iated, although it Is still 
liojx-d that tlie Droiiiptuess of the au- 
thorities 111 coiiuiicncing operations 
against the Matabeles may result in 
checking tho .spiead of the na/cllion. 

Fears ai-e entertainod for tlm safety 
of ji party of about 1,000 .s.ittl jis, main- 
ly women and children, who aie in tin- 
laager, in the vicinity of which a strong 
f<uco of Matabeles has been reported. 
Xha settlers have only sufficient pru- 
tlaloBS to last them a short time.

LIQUOR DRA NK UP BY FLAMES.

LOUISVILLB. March 80. — The big 
warehouse of the Pleasure Ridgt' Park 
Distillery company, located near Ilidge 
Park, a station nine miles from Louis- 
ville, wa-s destroyed by tire Saturday. 
It was tho property of the Pleasure 
Ridge Park Distillery company of this 
city. B. Bernheim. president. 

The burned warehouse was one of the 
laitfct in Kentucky. It was known a»s 
No. ;i. Its capa it V wius ','(), 000 barrels 
and was erected iii 1 -^'.U. 

Twenty-si.t thousand barrels of wl)is- 
ky anil W'arehousi^s Nos. :i and 1 wito 
destroyed. The total loss is estimated 
at ooo exclusive of the government 
tax. The damage to the lilailt is esti- 
mated ut ^■.'."),0o<J. There IS ample in- 
surance on the distillery i)lant, cooper 
shop and wart'lujuscs, and it is esti- 
uiate<l th<» whisky was insured for HO 
per cent of its value. 

It had all or nearly all been sold to 
men in all parts of the country who 
l)liwo<l the insurance themselves. It 
will be some time before the names of 
owners and the amount of the indi- 
vidual insurance liability can be ob- 
tained. 

The government tiix on 'iH.OOO bar- 
rels, or 1,170,000 gallons, would be |1,- 
287,000. This is not due until the whis- 
ky is withdrawn for consumption, or 
until the expiration of the year's bond- 
ed period. The owner is held liable for 
tax, but the government always remits 
it in cases of this kind.

HORRIBLE BUTCHERY 



Mysterious Murders by an Un- 
known Masked Man. 



IHE ORIMB NEAR TALLMADOJE* 0. 



Alvin M. Stone and HI* Wife Killed. Their 
Itixnt-H It.-lnt; KrlKhtfiilly l«l iitnatrcl aud 
Their Hired Man and Two of tttoae'a 
nanghton Probably Vatally Ii^nrod.

Akhon, O., March 80.— At a late hour 
Saturday night a masked man entered 

the farnib(.)U.se of Alvin M. .Stone, near 
Tallinadgo, a few miles from this city, 
and in the brief space of half an hour 
committed a horrible butchery. When 
he took his departure Stone and his 
wife, both aged people, were lying dea<i 
In bed, horribly mutilated, and Ira Still- 
son, the hired man, and Emma Stone, 
the eldest of three daughters, wi re un- 
conscious from blows dealt by the mur- 
dei-er. 

The murderer entered the hOIUM by 
means of u ladder, M'hich he raised to 
an upstairs window. He first passed 
through the room in which Hattie and 
Flora Stone were sleeping, without 
awakening them. Going quietly down- 
sttiirs to the room in which Mr. aud 
Mrs. Stone slept, he attacked them with 
a blunt weapon of some sort, hitting 
both upon the head. Thoy were proba- 
bly rendered unoonsdous, and possibly 
killed by the blows, but the fiend, not 
satisfied with that, proceeded to muti- 
late their bodies with a knife. He out 
oil' one of Stone's ears, slashed him 
across the face, and stabbed him in the 
back. Then he laid Mrs. Stono's cheek 

olieii with the knife. 

After this he pro<;eeded to tho room 
of Stillson upstairs. The hired man 
heard the intruder apparently, for he 
iiud risen, when he was dealt a stun- 
ning blow on the head. Next the mur- 
derer" turned his attention t(j Emma 
Stone, who slejjt iu a room by herself. 
When he entered her room shescramed. 
That awakened the two other girls who 
slept across the hall. Hattie Stone arose 
to go to bar sister's assistance, but as 
she entered the hitter's room she was 
felled to the fhjor by a blow on the head 
but fortuuutely was not rendered un- 
cun.scious. Keguining her feet, she ran 
to her own room aud locked the door. 
Throwing a bed quilt about her, slie 
leaped from tlu^ window aud ran though 
the rain and mud to the iieoreBt neigh- 
bors, a (juarier of a mile away. 

After ho had struck Hattie down, the 
murderer returned to hmnia's room 
and struck her on the head, leaving her 
unconscious. Then he tried the door to 
the r(X)m in which Hattie hod left her 
younger sister. Flora, when she jumped 
from tlie window. Fiuding the d(M)r 
locked, he battered it down. Finding 
only Flora iu the room, he asked where 
the other girl was. When told that she 
had gone for help, he hastily left the 
linuse and made his escape. 

Hattie, with the blood streaming 
from the wound in her head, managed 
to reach the neighbor's house, told her 
story and then fainted. After she hud 
been put to bed, the neighbor, calling 
for help, went to the Stone house. 
There the evidence of the butcherN' was 
discovtu'cd. The only iieison in the 
hou.se who was able to speak, was i^'loia 
Stone, aged 10. and she was so badly 
frightened that she could toll nothing 
about the murder, except that the man 
who committed it wore a mask over his 
face. 

Tlie ciiiue Is a inysteis'. There is uo 
pos.-^ible motive for tin; i.iurdeis as far 
as can bo leoi'ned. Certainly the mur- 
derer yroA not bent on robbery, for in a 
bureau dravrer in Mr. Stone's room 
were two gold watches and some money 
and nothing liad been taken ajqiiarentl^-. 

The slienff of .Summit ctmnty was 
called to the scene of Ihe murder early 
in the morning and with a posse of men 
he has been Heorchiiig ever since for 
clews to the murderer. Nothing has 
been discovered. One man has been 
found who says In' saw a buggy jiass his 
house late .Saturday night, going in the 
direction of the Stone house, and the 
same horse is believed to have been 
found in the streets of Kent, a few miles 
eustuf Tollmudge, yesterday morning. 
Ira Stillson, the hired man, and Emma 
and llattio Stoue iiave not yet rectivei-ed 
consciousness, and it is feared that 
Stillson at hast will die, while the 
chuuces for the n'covery of tho two girls 
are very small. 

RUSHED DO WfT THI MOUNTAIN

HiNTON, W. Va., March :iO.— .Tim ami 
Frank Tilnian and Lucy Law were in- 
stantly killed by a roi'k cra.'jhing through 
the boose where they were stopping at 
a station 40 miles west of here, yester- 
day morning. Two other members of 
the family wore seriously Injured.

Four People Kiilecl and TWO 
Others Badly Hurt.

W.vsHINUTON, Miu-ch »0.— The present 
irrangeiuent in the senate is to dispose 
if the bill Jil l .viilinK f"l' a settlement of 
.he accounts bi tween tie- state of Ar- 
kansas and tin' United States the lirst 
thing this week, it is doubtful, how- 
'ver, whether further time will be given 
'he bill if it is not out of the way when 
'he adjournment hour is reiwhed to- 

ai::hl. It is .'Xpeeted tli.lt the |iM>tolliee 
iili(irniiriati<in bill will !»■ repcjrted timu 
the i.pi.nijiriatluiis ceiimiitfee dining 
the day, and if it should be the dlsposi- 
'iou is that It will be taken up in the 
lenate 'J'uesday and passiil as soon as 
possible. 

.Senafiu- .Mitchell says that h<> will aslt 
the senate* to pro< i'ed with the coiisuiei - 
utinn of the lJuiMjut election case after 
I' 'day. provuling appropriation bilU do 
not stand in tlic way. SonatDr Ceorgo 
already has given notice of a speech on 
this (question and will be heard among 
I others whan tha question is again taken 
up. 

i'here probably will be no prolonged 
debate ov<u- the postofllce bill unless up- 
on the fast mail subsidies and it will, in 
all liklihood be di-sjuised of in two or 
three days time. The appropriations 
committee hope to have the Indian and 
Naval appropriations bill ready to re- 
port by the last of the week. 

If thei*e sliould bo any time between 
the disposition of the postofllce bill aud 
the reporting of these two bills the cal- 
endar affords plenty of material to work 
upon. Senator Cannon's resolution di- 
recting the opening of the Uncompahgre 
Indian reservation in Utah, which cre- 
ated such an animated debate a few 
days since, will become the unfinished 
business after tho Arkansas bill. The 
foreign relations committee is anzions 
to get up the bill to prevent the exterm- 
ination of the Alaskan seals as soon us 
possible and it may be pressed to the 
front during tho week. 

Program of the Houae. 

Washinoton, March !10.— The Sundrj- 
<ivil appropriation bill jirobably will 
consume tlu' major portion of the time 
of the house this week and, by many, it 
IS considered doubtful whether it will 
have been (ll>po.-.eil of when the house 
adjourns next .S.iiurday. The bill will 
precipitate the general ojipositiuii of tlie 
Ueinocratic side because of t llo fact .il- 
ready iiointeil out th.it for all cuiiiinunig 
work now under contract ( river ami 
harbor and ])ublic builiiing work) tho 
bill carries ai>i)ropiiatioiib for only eight 
months. This is an entirely new de- 
parture and will bring up a general dis- 
cussion uf ai)priatii)us all ahjiig the lino, 
lu addition to this the bill carries f'.i!*,00(»,- 
(100, over $1 l,00U,U00 le.ss than tho esti- 
m.ites. In thi! odds and ends which 
make up tho sundry civil bill members 
are personally interested, and where the 
committee has declined to recommend 
in accordance with tin; estimates the 
members interested can bo relied upon 
to push their opp«)sition to extremes. 

it 18 tho intention of Ohoinnan Hitt 
of tho foreign affairs committee to cull 
up tlm conlerence report on tlie Cubau 
resolutions as soon us the suuib-y civil 
bill is out of the way. It is not thought 
tliat the adoption of the report will eu- 
connter mucn antagonism. If Mr. Hitt 
were so disposed ne oonld call up the 
report any time and move its adoption 
uuuer suspensiun of the rules, but it is 
moi-e likely that the report will bo held 
in abeyance and the sundrv civil bill bo 
given the right of way. The leaders of 
the house are bending all their efforts to 
hasten the appropriation bills in order 
to effect on eaiiy final adjournment. 
The liver and harbor bill is the next ap- 
l)roi)riatioii bill in order after the sun- 
dry civil. 

SECRET TREATY. 

Ut'taUit of thf> ArranKfineut Made lletwuuii 
KiiNsiu itiid Cliliiu. 

S.vN I' U.wt i.s( (J, .March ao. — Tho 
North China Daily News prints what is 
said to be a trunslution of a secret treaty 
enten>d into between Russia aud China. 
Tlie ire.ity allows Uiissia to use any of 
the harbors along the coast of c'hinn, to 
mobilize lleets therein, buy coal and 
supplies, rwruit forces in (Jhiueso terri- 
tory, buy hoi'sos, hire coolies, etc. Bus- 
siu is to have the use of Port Arthtu: as 
a winter harbor, but if complications 
\\ itii otht>r }M)wers shotild arise Russia 
may use any other ports on the coast of 
Kiung Su and Ohe Kiang. In return, 
Kussiu is to help China in cose of war 
with other powers. Russia will be per- 
mitted to build a branch of the Siberian 
railway through Manchuria. 

The line is to he controlled jointly for 
15yeai"sby China aud Russia. At the 
end of that time China is to be allowed 
to j)urcliase Russia's share of the 
biaiich road. In order to ]>rote( t this 

rnad Klis,-,i.i will be .illowed Id hiild one 
ol llie i.>l,iiids ne.ir r.ilieii Hawaii. Rus- 
sia will ,il>ii be alliiweil (ii fiirtify points

The sec- 
ond tloor, uuniediately over the coufee- 
t loner's ipiarters was occupied for the 
most part by the family of Thomas Mc- 
Manus. The Mc.Maiiiis family consists 
of .Mr. and .Mrs. .Mc.Maiius. two sons 
and two daughters. Twelve of the 
rooms on that floor are used by tho 
family of .\lr, .McMaiius, while tlireo 
room 111 the rear jxirtion of the floor 
were occupied by a Mr. and .^ie. 
Malion and the young man .Malloy tim 
steamshi]) liremaii, who was b.>aiiiiiig 
with tlieiii. On the third lloor weii'a 
number of families. 

It was in tlie apai tmenis of the Mc- 
Manus family that the tire originated, 
so far as the police ami liremeii are able 
to (leteimine. Nii'holas McManus, one 
of the sons, who slept in onoof the bock 
rooms of the suite, was awakened by 
the smell of smoke. He turned in an 
alarm and awakened the tenants. It 
wiis apparent that the lives of many 
were in duugor, for the smoke hail per- 
meated evety port of the hoiise and the 
flames were biuming briskly. All of the 
Mi-Mannses were able to muku their 
way dow n the stairs to the street before 
exit in that direction was cat off by the 
dames. Nicholas McMimus succeeded 
in helping several of the people out by 
leading tuem down the stairs through 
the blindiug smoke in the hallway. 

It was among the tenants on the top 
floor that the chief danger lay. Soma 
of them ran to the roof and escaped in 
that direction, but others sought to get 
down by the stairway. 

■Miss Margaret Ryan and Miss Kate 
Hi^/iiiS, one of tho household, on being 
awakened, ran to the front windows on 
the tliird tSot)r where they lived. Tho 
firemen had already aiTivtnl and ladders 
had been placed in the front side of the 
house to help lo take out the tenants 
whose lives were in danger. l.Ui one of 
these lailders was fori'inan \V.ii>li As 
he was asceiidins.', a burst ol llani" and 
smoke shot oni ol oneofihe winuows 
and he wa.s sent r»'eliiig to tlie siietd. 
As Walsli fell, .Vliss Ryan leaped from, 
the window to Ihe sidewalk and .Miss 
Higgins, apparently jiartly overcome by 
the sniotie in tile rooms above lell to tho 
ground at almost the same time. 

An umbalance was sent foi-. but .Miss 
llj"aii was unconscious whci iil.i- , d in 
the conveyance and died beb ie ihe bos- 
piiul was KMched. Walsh \,as taiveii 
to I lie hospital at the same time. He is 
badly, but probably not dangerously 

hurt. 

.\itir the llaiiios had been extin- 
guished, a search i>f the building was 
made and the boiiies of Thom.is .M.dloy, 
Archibald (Jio-an and Mary .Mi .Mahon 
wt'i-e found. .\11 of the persons found 
dead had bi'eii sull'ocated before they 
were able to escape. 

How the lire originated can n(jt be 
determined until a thorough investiga- 
tion is nuule. The jiroperty loss will 
not ezooed |15,o0u.

Judge Charles J. Helm rt^ndere*] an 
•laborate anil novel (Iwigion in tlx- 
divorce suit of 8. H. Bettys against Lucy 
Bettya in the Oatnpbell County Circuit 
Court Friday. \lo rt-fiHcc] fo tTant the 
plaintifl a divorce, but annulled the 
marriage upon a cross-petition filed hy 
the defendant. The parties are iinite 
jfkrominent in Campbell County and were 
BMrrled April 27, 1886. In the deeiaion 
Judffe Helm sayp : 

"The defendant eloped with C. W. 
Sparks in September, 1891, and went 
abroad with him, remaining' with him 
for four months. She returned to the 
plaintiff, 18!»2. lie took her back, and 
they lived together until August, 18t)4, 
when plaintiff left her because, he f>ay8, 
he liad become convinced that she had 
again become unfaithful to him. The 
plaintiff relies npon the defendant'e act 
of adultery whicli (icrurriMl before he 
took her back. The statute is so clear 
and aneqnivocal that it leavoe no room 
for arp;umcnt. The reeonciliatioo takes 
away the rijjht of divon-e. 

"Plaintiir also charges the defendant 
with adultery since he took her back. 
Unquestionably a woman who has once 
fallen must he most circumspect in her 
conduct, and what might ht> passed over 
in one who has always been pure, will in 
the other he viewed with t-nspieion. 
Having this in miud, the court Ifails to 
find proof of miscondnct on the part of 
the defendant, ('iillieit^on, the co-re- 
spondent, was an inmate of the Bettys 
houae, If not at the invitation, with the 
consent of the plaintifl' He seemed to 
for^jet that he owed tlie woman his pro- 
tection. He deliberately leavee her even- 
ing after eveninj; in the company of 
Culbertson, and then, by his own counsel, 
would urge on the court that because of 
her paat the court must conclude that, 
there being opportunity, she embraced 
it and COnitliilted the fault. 

"The conduct of the plaintiff in this 
case has, to sav the least, not been that 
of a self-respectinj; man. He allows hi.s 
wife to retain $5U0 of the money given 
her by her paramonr ; not only this, but 
borrowi 1260 of it from her. Without 
another woman in his household he 
leavee her with another man evening 
after eveuinir, retiring early to his bed. 
He was a sctiool leaclier, and therefore 
not an uneiliicated man, but one who 
must be held to fully know his duty 
toward a woman who bad fallen, and 
whom he agreed to take back and help 
to lead a pure life." 

In annulling the marrlacre Jud^e Helm 
gave the defendant alimony and 

adjudged that the plaintiff pay all costs 
in the caae, $200 of which la for the de- 
fendant's attorneys; Ml8. Bettys, in her 
cross petition, alleged abandonment and 
fallara to provide. 

The parties to the above snit formerly 

lived at Mt. Olivet. Rettys is the indi- 
vidual who drew a snug little fortune out 
of the Louiaiana Lottery, bat the coveted
